AMENDMENT AND RESPONSE UNDER 37 CFR § 1.116 
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REMARKS 

This communication responds to the Office Action mailed on March 8, 2007. Claims 14 
and 16-19 have been amended. No claims were canceled. No claims are added. As a result, 
claims 1-14 and 16-25 are now pending in this Application. 

Interview Summary 

The Applicant would like to thank the Examiner, Vernal Brown, for the courtesy of a 
telephone interview on March 27, 2007 with the Applicant's representative, Mark V. Muller. 
During the interview, Examiner Brown and Mr. Muller discussed amendments to claims 14 and 
15-19. The amendments, implemented to more completely conform the claims to the Patent 
Office Section 101 Examination Guidelines, have been included herein. 

§707 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 14-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being non-statutory. The Applicant 
has amended independent claim 14 to recite a "...computer-readable medium storing computer 
executable instructions comprising a behavioral level description of a radio-frequency 
identification (RFID) circuit Claims 16-19 have been amended to conform to the language 
of claim 14, and not for reasons related to patentability. Claims 16 and 17 have been further 
amended to depend from claim 14 (instead of from previously-canceled claim 15), and not for 
reasons related to patentability. In light of the referenced Interview discussion, it is believed that 
these amendments overcome the concerns expressed by the Office, and the Applicant therefore 
respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The Applicant notes with appreciation that claims 1-13 and 20-25 have been allowed. As 
noted above, claims 14 and 16-19 should also now be in condition for allowance, such that all 
pending claims can be allowed.
